After welcoming new members, the 
President introduced the first speaker 
of the evening, Mr. Gordon Irving, 
I m.a. .Mr. Irving spoke Interestingly 
i>n the "Literary forgeries of the 
I Eighteenth Century," Almost all the 
known literary forgeries or tlu> Hritlsli 
I Isles were committed during the 
eighteenth century, a period in which 
conditions seemed particularly favor- 
able to such productions. Literary 
.work was hot at a high level, and the 
public was strangely credulous. 

The flr.-d of the forgers appeared In 
the year 1705 in the person of a man 
known is "George Psalmanzar." This 
was not his real name, lie Is one of 
the strangest characters in all his- 
tory. The man claimed to be a For- 
moaan by blrtft and a convert to 
Christianity who had come to England 
with the Idea of Inducing men to be- 
uome missionaries on the Pormosan 

field. 

He toured up and down the country, 
making a comfortable living. To con- 
vince the public of his real Pormosan 
character ho trained himself to cat 

raw flesh. Besides this he invented, 

with great ingenuity a Pormosan lan- 
guage, a total fiction from one end to 
the cither. He even went ho far us to 

concoct a vers complete "Pormosan 
Orummar," and to write a very volum- 
inous history of the Island. A genuine 
Dutch missionary returned from For- 
mosa and told the true state of condi- 
tions there. Psalmanzar contradicted 
every word he said, asking how could 
■i Dutchman dare to dispute him, a 
native of the country. Ills popularity 
r< SO to a very great height, but he was 
fl ">n alter this genuinely converted to 

Christianity, ami confessed the bogus 
nature of all his stories and his new 
llanguage, deeply repenting of the 
harm ho had done. This strange man 

I '.'. rami' a close friend of the famOUS 

Dr, Johnson and enjoyed his compan- 
ionship for many years. 

Following on tho phenomenal sue- 
cess of Psalmanzar, came many form- 
ers ot less sum and ingenuity. Ono of 
tin se was Wiiiiam Under, who pre- 
tended that Milton had stolen the 
greater part of "Paradise Lost" from 
nt her works, 

What his possible motive could have 
been in trying to establish such a 

i lalm is hard for us to Imagine- He 
literally wrecked bis own life In the 
I attempt to prove Milton a forger. 
Home man had translated "Paradise 
Lust" into Latin, Lauder picked out 
Whole sections from this version and 
claimed he had found them in the 
works > • r ancient Latin poets. of 
course, bis plan was easily discovered, 
and the man left London in disgrace. 
Ho apologised to I>r. Johnson, trying 
I to pass the whole thing off us a Joke. 

Hetirnin was a man who showed a 
good deal of skill In certain forgeries, 
faking documents and deceiving men 
if considerable literary ability.

Mr. Tenle spoke of the necessity of 
Interest In foreign missions in order 
to keep the home church active and 
healthy. 

Mr Maclnnis gave an account of Rev. 
M unlock Mackenzie's address on China, 
with special reference to the ancient 
civilization and present needs of that 
great country. 

A number of other speakers gave 
short talks, dealing with particular 
phases of missionary work and enter- 
prise. 

Dr. Thornton then closed with, a 
> iron presentation of the need at home 
both for mod lean and social workers.

Th» masters are often not rog 
nisant of what is a large 
some moment of a school's life and 
bullying In a smaller or greater de- 
gree often goes on underground at 
nhools. 

"Nevertheless, when it cornea to pub- 
lic schools, the evil diminishes and then 
It is usual to find that, the bullied «re 
boys who lend themselves to being 
bullied, Some natures are unfitted for 
the gregarious knockabout life of pub- 
He schools and are af once objects of 
ridicule to the general run of boys. 
They may be the best characters, yet 
they Ate out of their element and Ihey 
rub the extremely sensitive nerves of 
their adolescent schoolfellows th* 
wror.g way. Now. at public schools, I; 
Is rare that bullying takes the feroc- 
ious, outward, physical fmrn which if

BILL TO ESTABLISH ' 
FEDERAL UNIVERSITY 

Great American Institution Will 
Probably Rise in District 
of Columbia 



Washington, N'ov. IT.- By the begin- 
nlnjr of tho preparation of a bill to he 
Introduced at the next regular ses- 
sion or Congress after being submitted 
to President Wilson for his approval, 
the movement for the establishment 
or a great federal university In Wash- 
ington, on the plan Indorsed by the 
National Association or State Univer- 
sities, began to take form Wednesday. 

K.dtmind J. James, president or the' 
University of Illinois; W. O. Thompson, 
president or the Ohio State University, 
nnd Brown Arres, president or the Uni- 
versity ot Tennessee, form a commit- 
tee appointed hy the nssoclutlon to 
draft the proposed measure. 

The bill will be designed to rnrry a 

preliminary appropriation of $500,000 
toward the establishment of a univer- 
sity lo be under the control of n board 
appointed by the President of the 
United Stntes. It will propose nn ad- 
visory board made up of one delegate 
from ench state to frame the policy 
of the institution.

Maynard only got away for one 
run during the afternoon and on Sat-

McGill recognizes her two problems. She must minister both 
te a desire for knowledge, exhibited by some students; and to a de- 
lire for a degree, shown by most. Our poor foster mother has to 
spend far the most time trying to solve the problem in which so far 
•he has been least successful. &M&$fafàti> 

It is easy to teach the mental aristocracy. Those who want to 
learn need only complete an assigned course of reading, and attend 
classes for brief discussions. 

The rest of us. the faculty has in a sort of way to bully 
through college. Tendencies are exhibited to hitch wagons to the 
wrong kind of stars. So the fac-ulty shoves us from behind with 
examinations and tests, and attracts us before with chances of schol- 
arships. The professors at times must feel disposed to give birth to 
the greatest number of sentences possible, commensurate with clear 
enunciation, in a specified time and to conclude with a list of the 
books that must be read, and of those eager students might read. 

As greater attention was called to the capabilities of laggards 
lo lag, the faculty added more pricks. The pass standard was rais- 
ed from 33 per cent to 40, 50 and 60 per cent. Later it was or- 
dained that those who failed in the Christmas examinations should 
attend tutorial classes. 

To innovations have been added. The first is especially 
worthy of commendation. It is the introduction, in part, of the tu- 
torial system in use at Oxford. Each Freshman has been advised 
by letter of the appointment for his guidance of an advisor from the 
faculty. The second introduction is the rule against the use of par- 
tial studies to effect full undergraduate standing. Next year, we 
•re advised, worse (or better) is to come. 

In short, the faculty is presenting us with an interesting dilem- 
ma. Either one must join the ranks of the mental aristocracy, allud- 
ed to above, or quickly graduate out of the way. For the longer it 
takes to graduate, the more restrictions our preceptors will place on 
us against graduating without knowledge. 

We esteem the horse much more than the mule. The former 
draws the load almost unpounded ; the mule has to be continually 
prodded (say the fables).

That auroras are due to electric dis- 
chargea in the upper regions of the at- 
mosphere, few students ot the subject 
now doubt, but just what are the na- 
ture and the cause <>f these disharges 
and why they are located as they are, 
remains more or less of a mystery. 
There seems to be some connection be- 
tween them and the activity on th« 
sun's surface, manifest to us m i In- 
form of sun-spots and their attendant 
phenomena, J. Lolsel, writing on the 

subject in "La Nature" (Paris), tells 
ut. that until recent >ears attempts to 
fix the photographic Image of auroras 
have almost completely failed l.y rea- 
son Of their very feeble and variable 
luminosity and Of their mobility, 
which is sometimes extreme, Some 
good plates were taken by llreudel in 
Bossekop, I-'inland, in 189S, then by 
Westinann in Spitsbergen, and unite 
recently Stormcr, in a journey of ex- 
ploration to Bossekop, has obtained 

soo photographs, of which lot) are 
perfectly clear. We read:— 

"The height of auroras above the 
earth may vary Within wide limits. The 
measurements taken by the Swedish 
expedition during the winter of 18*9- 
1900 at Akureyfi, Iceland, under (he 

direction at A. Paulsen, have furnish- 
ed altitudes tL'.M) miles) for relatively 
quiet arcs. Stormcr. by photograph- 
ing the aurora simultaneously from 
two stations and comparing positions 

relatively lo the surrounding stars on 
both plates, has found for certain 
points altitudes of t',;. to 13H miles. 

"The spectrum of the aurora was 
first studied by Angstrom in 1866. . . . 
The Swedish expedition . . . found an 
intimate agreement between the auro- 
ral spectrum and that of the bluish 
light about the cathode of a tube con- 
taining rarefied oxygen and nitrogen. . 

"Study of the auroral spectrum 
leads Paulsen to think that auroras 

result from phosphorescence of the 
air due to cathodlc phenomena taking 
place In the upper rarefied regions of 
the atmosphere. But, as Arrhenlua 
remarks, this Suggestion does not ex- 
plain the formation of cathode rays. 

"An Incontestable facti derived dir- 
ectly from observation, is that a very 

clear parallelism exists between polar 



Dr. Stephen Leacock once last month made his humor con- 
sistent with his teaching.

Tin- mechanism 
that joins the magnetic variations and 
the polar auroras lo those of the solar 
activity itself (not to some of its ma- 
nifestations, such as spots, taeniae, or 
protUrberanc.es, as has been attempt- 
ed I has not yet stood out from an In- 
vestigation of tin- facts hitherto 
known, and remains shrouded in mys- 
tery." 

Some of the numerous theories that 
have been advanced are briefly sum- 
marized by .Mr. Lolsel. Arrhenius 
supposes that eruptions of ionised gas 
take place from the sun and that con- 
densation takes place around the ne- 
gative particles, which are then re- 
pelled from the sun and begin to emit 
cathode rays when they enter our at- 
mosphere; but these do not become 

Visible until they reach ail of suffi- | 
cunt density, which they do al the 
poles because the terrestrial lines of 
force conduct I hem thither, in hers, 

such as Peslandrea and Birkeland, 
assert that the sun's atmosphere itself 
gives off cathodlc rays directly. 
Birkeland magnetized a small stee] 
sphere to represent the earth, covered 
it with a phosphorescent chemical, 
and placed it in a beam of cathode 

rays. The rays, as they strike the 
sphere, are so deviated that they form 
two phosphorescent polar hands re- 
presenting the zones of auroral fre- 
iiuency, Still other authorities believe 

auroras are dm- to electric waves 

such as aie employed in wireless tele- 
graphy. These waves are supposed to 
be emitted by the sun with special in- 
tensity in sun-spot regions. Mr. Lol- 
sel believes that there is not one of 
these hypotheses that is not open to 
objection. A good start has been 

made, ion the complete explanation 

has not yet been formulated. —Trans- 
lation made for "The Literary Di- 
gest."

ANIMALS OF PREHISTORIC AFRICA 



Evidence that certain animals had 
been domesticated by man as far back 
as the early stone age appears on the 
smooth cliffs of the Atlas Mountains, 

between Morocco and Algeria, m the 
shape of recognizable prehistoric pic- 
tures of animals- - 1 he work of some 
intellectual ancestor of Landseer or 
Bonheur. An account of these appears 
in the "Bulletin" Of the trench Na- 
tional Society of Acclimation, and In 
addition we have Interesting observa- 
tions on some of the existing domestic 
animals of this North-African region. 
Our translation Is from an abstract 
that is (ilven In "I.a Nature (Paris), 
where we read: — 

"At Ain-Sefra, on the Algcro-Mo- 

roccan frontier in the nelghborh I of

preserved pictured representations of 
the animals of the early stone age, 
Primitive artists of this distant epoch 
have cut oil these rocky walls, with 
an astonishing feeling for reality, 
Africun elephants, lions, leopards, hy- 
enas, and gaselles of the long-necked 
Mohr type no longor seen except in 
the western Sahara. One of the most 
impressionistic of these figures is that 
of a prehistoric buffalo, the "Bos an- 
tlquus," whose horns exceed m spread 

those of the Indian buffaloes best pro- 
vided in this respect, Now these carv- 
ings agree perfectly, even in the small- 
est details, with the fossil remains that 
have been brought to light In this re- 
gion, so one Is surprised to find that 
at this period the buffalo was domes- 



Heated, since some of them are repres- 
ented with pack-saddles. The species 
had already disappeared in the time of 

the Carthaginians and the Romans, 
who make no ni-ntion of it. The na- 
ture of the vegetation must then have 
been quite different from that of to- 
day, since the elephant would nol have i 
been abb' to find food in the scanty' 
thickets that now cover the high!

They are friendly to animals, but ag- 
gressive toward men. Around flgulg 
are met large droves of long-legged 
swine like those formerly common in 
Ireland."

In the annual meeting of the American 
PomolOgtCal Society in Wash ington 
next month, where a pin kerb ss per- 
simmon, or which many have heard 
and none tasted, will be exhibited. 

Although the large Oriental persim- 
mon was called to th.- attention of 
Americans more than fifty years ago 
by the Japanese, men of the American 
fruit Industry have given It little at- 
tention. Now the Department or Agri- 
culture is arranging for some samples 
of choice fruit from a Florida grower. 

The preparation for market of per- 
simmons without pucker is dlstlnct'y 
an oriental Industry. The Japanese 

have for veirs gro.vt persimmons 
ncirlv as large as apples, and pre- 
cessed them by putting them in casks
